The Governor in tin; iiami! of the ]>eopfe 
of California declared the building open 
to the public.

They 
euite all the circumstances connected 
ith the accident and find that Fred- 
rick C. Alimworth, in charge of the 
uilding, William G. Covert supurin- 
ndent, Frances Sasse engineer, and 
eorge W. Dant contractor, are respon- 
ble for the killing of Loftus. 
The jurors further find that the failure 
the government of the United Stales 


,o provide for skilled superintendents of 
10 work of repair and alteration of its 
mildingB in charge of the war depart- 


ent as the most unbuainoBSliko and 
eprehensible, and is of the opinion that 


such a superintendent had been pro- 
ded the awful tragedy might have 
teen averted.

Not unmindful of raising and fatten- 


ng their own stock, thev bunnht a 
small piece of land between this ciU 
and San .lose. This proved so prolltabli 
and the sausage factory grew HO rapid h 
that it was m«t long before they bough 
more lam and established other shops 
They took mortgages ami loaned money 
they Ixuight at wholesale ami Hold at re 
.ail. 
When limes were dull they waitet 


or a risii g market, and in this' way con 
.iniied, giving up their ri-tail business as 
.00 liinall a mailer for their attention 
until their possessions were estimated ti 
1m worth 
$40,000,000.
